The second point stressed by this 
parable is that Christ’s mission is not

He came down to earth because men

Critics of religion frequently express 
amazement that the Church contains 
people who are far from perfect. If people 
were perfect, there would be no need for 
the Church; there would have been no 
need for Calvary. 

“What man of you,”’ goes the parable, 
“having an hundred sheep, if he lose one 
of them, doth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost until he find it? And when 
he hath found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together his friends and 
neighbors, saying unto them, Rejoice with 
me, for I have found my sheep which 
was lost.”’

Editor, Bulletin.—This letter is 
addressed as a challenge to the 
city administration, 

We are living in the now— 
today. It is the duty of a govern- 
ment to take the long range view 
of meeting present needs with 
construction big enough and 
solid enough to take care of 
Edmonton's growth for a very 
long period ahead, 

Paving as an example — the 
policy of “spreading thin,” of 
laying a light layer of cement

For the first time in their 
mutually acrimonious history, 
Gen, Charles de Gaulle and the 
French Communists are political 
bed-fellows today, a fact that re- 
affirms the truth of the old 
axiom 

Neither De Gaulle nor the 


Communists approve of the plan 
to unify Western Germany 

The general's political party, 
Rassemblement du Peuple Fran- 
cais, is the strongest opponent of 
Communism in France. Vice 
versa, De Gaulle is the man whom 
the Reds hope ig least likely to 
succeed, 

Nevertheless, and for totally 
different reasons, they find them- 
selves lined up together today 
on the German issue, Together, 
they may be strong enough to 
bring about the dissolution of 
parliament and to cause a general 
election and a new government. 

And so the question again 
arises in the minds of millions of 
people on both sides of the At- 
lantic: is Charles de Gaulle an- 
other dictator-in-the-making? 

The answer, I believe, is “No.” 
And I would hasten to emphasize 
that that is a strictly personal 
opinion, not shared by all the 


correspondents who watched him, 


during the war, and came to 
know him, 

De Gaulle is an odd combina- 
tion of a soldier, a mystic, a 


college professor, a_ technician, 
a historian and an idealist. 
What he is not is a politician, 
meaning a man who understands 
and practices the art and strategy 


ot manoeuvring his way into 
power and then holding on ty 
that power, by fair means or 
foul. 


Compromise is the essence of 
politics—and De Gaulle has dem- 
onstrated, over and over again, 
that he will not compromise on 
matters of principle. 

De Gaulle has an inexorable 
singleness of purpose, And once 
he sets his sights on en object, 
he will not look the other way— 
even for power. 

That trait alone would dis- 
qualify him as a potential dictator. 
He won't make deals. He won't 
trade horses, And if he owns a 


back-scratcher, he has never been 
known to use it, 

His mental powers are unques- 
tioned, History may show that he 
had an almost clairvoyant vision 
of the future of Europe,

Q. A very recent question says, ‘‘I have written to the 
question box so many times but you never did answer. 
My legs are very thin. I would like to know how to in- 
crease them through exercise.” 

A. Moral-—read “Why Grow Old?” consistently and 
your problem already would have been solved.

I just cannot answer all of the

If you have the correct weight 
but legs which are too im 
exercise. The only way you can 
build up contour through exer 
cise is by developing the leg 
muscles. To do th rise high on 
your toe lifting your heels as 
far from the floor as possible 
Lower your heels to the floor 
and continue, 50 times morning 
and 50 times at night.
